time spend morè money for tobacco, or 
other useless luxúries than they do for the 
evangelization of the world, or women 
spending money for ribbons, feathers.and 
other useless gewgaws than they would 
ever think of spending in the cause of 
missions. Popular christianity contends 
that the day of miracles is past. Is it any 
wonder that the powerofGod is not mani- 
fest any morè when congregaüons will 
build hundred thousand dollar churches, 
which never think of giving one ten th of 
that amount to the cause of Missions. 
* * How many in 

the Brethren church have surrendered 
their all to Christ? I am aware that 
some have, but the number is not large. 
If it was, we would have our college debt 
paid, we would have missionaries all over 
the country, and some even in foreign 
lands. Many a father that will spend 
from fifty to a hundred dollars for a bi- 
cycle for son or datighter, would never 
think of contributing an equal amount to 
ward the evangelization of the world, and 
yet expect to becoine a jointheir with Je- 
sús Christ, who has given his lii-k for us. "
